“congress can do nothing much with the 
tariff either, not even to the extent of re- 
moving the tariff from anthracite coal. It 
is feared it may even be impossible to agree 
on the details for a tariff commission, which 
will also be recommended by the president. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, there 


| is a growing belief that there may be an 


extra session of the Fifty-eighth congress, 
called for April or May. Before March 4, in 
all probability, the speakership fight will be 
practically determined, so the house could 


get down to business without any unneces- 


sary delay. It probably would be necessary 
to appoint only the judiciary and ways and 
means committees to initiate any needed 
legislation on the trusts and the tariff, 
especially as the work will be done in each 
case only by amendments to existing laws, 
and not by independent measures. 

The idea of an extra session for these two 


+ closely related subjects is gaining ground, 


especially among many of the republican 
leaders, who thing it wise to have all trust 
and tariff legislation well out of the way 
béfore the opening of the next presidential 
campaign, so there may be no repetition of 
the mistake made with the McKinley law 
which caused the defeat of the party only 
because it was passed so close to election 
there was no time to demonstrate its effi- 
clency by experience.

Price of Silver Falls. 


A further decline in silver has compelled 
the government to make the rate $2:50 for 
$1 of gold. The old rate was $2.46 to 81. 
The cheapening of silver has resulted in in- 
creasing the loss of the government and all 
other holders of silver. The instability of 
the present currency is seriously damaging 
business, and the members of the civil com- 
mission and representatives of commercial 
interests in the islands will unite in making 
ga strong plea to congress for the establish- 
ment of a nonfluctuating Philippine currency. 


Fifth a Gallant Regiment. 


The Fifth infantry has a splendid reputation 
in the army as a brilliant but hard working 
command. The commanding officer, Col. 
Charles L. Davis, went through the civil war 
as a volunteer, starting as a private soldier 
in a Pennsylvania artillery regiment, and 
winning his shoulder straps and the com- 
mand of a company within two years’ time. 
He has a reputation for looking after the 
health of his men. : 

The Fifth infantry has been a separate or- 
ganization since 1869, and saw hard service 
on the plains against the Indians. It was 
one of the regiments under Shafter’s com- 
mand for the invasion of Cuba, and subse- 
quently went to Porto Rico with Gen. Miles. 
After the close of the war the regi- 
ment did garrison duty in the Santiago dis- 
trict under command of Maj. Gen. Leonard. 
Wood, being split up between Santiago, Bar- 
acoa, El Caney, and San Luis. One battal- 
ion was stationed at Fort Sheridan, III., in 
1900 and the rest of the command reported 
there after the tour of duty in Cuba was 
over. Only part of the regiment is at pres- 
ent stationed in the island.

News reaches here from Madrid 
to the effect that the governor of Tetuan has 
imprisoned several Moors who are accused 
of the assassination of a British subject. 
The Moors have in consequence revolted and 
are plundering caravans and threatening to 
assail'the city of Tetuan, which place is 
terrified and has asked for relief. 


London Reflects American Market.

FAMOUS CHATEAU IN RUINS. 


Only Small Part of the Home of the 
Duke of Orleans Saved from 
the Flames.

ROUEN, France, Nov. 12.—The Chateau 
d' Eu, the seat of the duke of Orleans, was 
practically destroyed by the fire which 
started yesterday evening.

ASKS CITY RAILWAY TODAY 


TO ISSUE MORE TRANSFERS. 


Acting Mayor Walker Will Request 
South Side Lines to Give Same Serv- 
ice as the Union Traction Company. 


' Acting Mayor Walker will ask the Chicago 
City railway company today to comply with 
the transfer ordinance as interpreted by the 
Supreme court. Many complaints have becn 
made to Mr. Walker by south side residents 
that they cannot get transfers on transfers 
from crosstown lines, 

One complaint is that a passenger going 
south in Clark or any other north and south 
street can get a transfer to any of the cross- 
town lines, Thirty-ninth. street, as an ex- 
ample, but if he wants to get off this car and 
take another southbound car, as at Cottage 
Grove avenue, he must pay an extra fare, 

Another complaint was that passengers 
coming northeast in Archer avenue: who 
want to go south in State from Nineteenth 
street must pay extra, and a man ob- 
jected because he had been refused a trans- 
fer at Twenty-second street so he could 
get from a northbound Cottage Grove car 
to a northbound Indiana car. He wanted 
to go to Calumet avenue and Eighteenth 
street and the transfer would have saved 
him two blocks’ walk. 

I do not anticipate any trouble with the 
Chicago City railway company.“ said Mr. 
Walker. The complaints in the main are 
not serious ones and can easily be remedied 
by the company. As a rule it has been obey- 
ing the law fairly well and the changes 
needed will not be many.” 

Reports from the Union Traction com- 
pany yesterday were that it had stopped 
tighting and that a passenger often could 
get all the transfers he wanted without even 
asking for them. 

Acting Mayor Walker last evening in- 
structed Commissioner Blocki to notify the 
elevated roads that the ordinance ordering 
the billboards removed from their stations 
must be obeyed at once. He has held this 
ordinance valide.

“THE HAY WAIN.”— JOHN CONSTABLE. 

John Constable was one of the many men 
of genius who were not appreciated during 
their lifetime. It was not until within eight 
years of his death that he was made a full 
member of the Royal academy, but this was 
owing to the dim sight of the members of 
that institution, and not because of any fault 
of his own. Young Constable's father was 
a miller in more than good circumstances 
at Bast Bergholt, Suffolk, England, where 
John was born in 1776. While working in 
the mill John conceived the idea of being an 
artist, and in his aspirations and ambitions 
he was aided, in a measure, by his mother. 
He had made the acquaintance of a painter 
and glazier by the name of John Dunthorne, 
who did not know much, but what knowledge 
he possessed was put at John's service. 
Through the influence of his mother, young 
John obtained an introduction to Sir John 
Beaumont, was sent to London, and itn 1790, 
when 23 years of age, was entered as a 
student at the academy. 
ing in London for four years previous to 
that date, his work being interrupted more 
or less frequently by suggestions from his 
father that he return home and 
the flouring mill. It was not until 1814, 
twelve years after he began to exhibit, that 
he sold any pictures, and this fagt (the sale 
of his work) impressed him as in measure 
extraordinary.

A CAUSE WHICH DESERVES SUPPORT. 
There were about 50,000 births in Chicago 
last year. Proper care for the mothers and 
children concerned is one of the most urgent 
of social necessities. The effect which child 
birth conditions have on the physique and 
the morale of the human race needs only 
to be suggested in order to be appreciated. 
| What kind of child birth conditions have 
we in Chicago? Why, half of the total 
number of births are attended not by 
physicians but by midwives. The mean- 
ing of this is that ignorance and quack- 
ery are doing work which can be prop- 
erly done only by science and profes- 
sional skill. When the State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs was talking about the 
need there is of seeing to it that all nurses 
are trained and licensed, Tun Trisune 
suggested that if the nurses needed organiza- 
-tion and discipline the midwives could justly 
be said to need measures even more drastic. 
To intrust child birth to women whose equip- 
ment is said by admiring friends to be “ com- 
mon sense is an error that comes near being 
a sin. Common sense is a supplement to, 
not a substitute for, a knowledge of ob- 
stetrics. Few people would care to have 
their teeth filled by a dentist who had never 
studied dentistry, but who claimed to have 
specialized in common sense. As long as 
midwives remain in their present state of 
mind and prefer common sense to science 
they are, speaking with moderation, a great 
danger to the community. 
Not long ago Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan gave 


182,000,000 for a lying-in hospital in New 


Tork. We have had no such large benefac- 
tion in Chicago. The bazaar given this week 
calls attention, though, to the less imposing 
but equally meritorious work which is being 

done by the small lying-in hospital and dis- 
pensary of this city. In the last four years 
2,192 poor women have been cered for in 
their homes without a single death. The 
bazaar now on hand is for the purpose not 
only of continuing the work already begun 
but of extending it from the west side to 
the northwest side of town. No extension 
could be more justifiable. If the midwife 
is anywhere rampant and dominant it is in 

the Seventeenth, Sixteenth, and Fifteenth 
wards. Anything that will get the mothers 
of that district into the way of expecting real 
medical treatment will be a real social sery- 
ice. The population of the northwest side 
is, considering the circumstances under 
which it lives, vigorous and industrious. It 
needs only better education to make it one 
of the strongest elements in the total popu- 
lation of the city. It has grown up so fast, 
however, that it has been neglected. The 
success of the lying-in hospital bazaar, 
therefore, will make it possible not only to

It has 
censured treasury officials for their unpar- 
donable indifference to the interests of the 
government and the city. Chicago people 
understand that the occupancy of the build- 
ing will be deferred a few months if con- 
gress ig to be asked to make a further ap- 
propriation. But Chicago will submit to 
that delay rather than have the government 
building a cheap and common structure in- 
side. Citizens know that if the work is done 
on a plaster of paris basis the finishings 
never will be torn out and better ones sub- 
stituted. Therefore they are in full accord 
with Congressinan-elect Lorimer when he 
protests against hurrying up the work on 
the interior and making a poor job of it, 

Congress will give the money that will 
be needed to make the postoffice building all 
it should be. It will not punish Chicago 
for the shortcomings of treasury department 
officials and contractors. The shabby plans

pers in the United States at the beginning 
of this week, it may be just as well to men- 
tion that according to a decision rendered 
by the Berlin tribunals there is no legal ob- 
‘gation in Germany for noblemen who have 
succeeding in regilding their escutcheons by 
means of marriage with heiresses to fulfill 
any pecuniary obligations towards the bro- 
kers or intermediaries*through whom they 
have beeome acquainted: with the heiresses. 
The German courts hold that debts thus con- 
tracted cannot be recognized by the law of 
the land and as immoral 
abilities as gam 

The case which led to this decision and 
which the other titled clients of ex-Capt. 
von Pokorny, now in this country, should 
take to heart, was brought by this same 
man Pokorny against Count Paul Hoens- 
broech, who about six years ago created so 
great a sensation throughout the civilized 
world by his withdrawal from the Jesuit 
society, in which he occupied a high and 
responsible position. 

The count, who belonged to one of the 
most ancient of Catholic families in Ger- 
many, connected by marriage with the 
princely houses of Metternich and Windis- 
graetz, published about two years after his 
leaving the Jesuits advertisements, throusn 
Pokorny, in the European and American 
newspapers to the effect that “a nobleman 
belonging to the oldest aristocracy, 40 years 
of age, of agreeable and at the same time 
stately presence, with a small fortune, but 
absolutely free from debt, wishes to marry 
a lady of large fortune.” Several heiresses 
were by Pokorny to the count. 

But he did not seem to hit it off with any 
of them, and at length he informed the 
agent, Pokorny, thet he had made up his 
mind to abandon all thoughts of marriage 
and to remain single. |

On this understanding he succeeded in re- 
covering from Pokorny the contract which 
he had signed, paying a small sum for the 
trouble and expense incurred by the agents. 
Shortly afterward the count led to the altar 
one of the heiresses whose acquaintance he 
had made through Pokorny, who, naturally, 
disgusted by this piece of sharp practice, 
immediately instituted suit for the payment 
of a commission df $20,000 on the woman’s 
fortune. As I have stated above, he was 
defeated, the courts holding that his claim 
was not valid. : | 
If, therefore, Prince Hugo Hohenlohe or 
his relatives have been terrorized into pay- 
ing any money to the ex-Capt. von Pokorny, 
as alleged in the story published two ‘or 
three days ago, they have been foolish, 
while those other European noblemen whose 
names are mentioned as endeavoring, 
through the assistance of Von Pokorny, to 
secure rich American brides in order to regild 
their escutcheons cannot be forced into pay- 
ing him anything for his services in the af- 
fair, no matter whether they succeed in the 
matrimonial enterprises or not. | 
Let me add that the kaiser strongly d 
approves of these means adopted by certain 
of his nobles to secure rich wives, and where- 
as he had shown himself most friendly and 
sympathetic to Count Paul 
after the latter quitted the Jesuit order, 
singling him out for exceptional distinction, 
he declined to have anything more to do 
with him as soon as he learnt that he was 
advertising through ex-Capt. von Pokorny 
for a wife. 1 
In view of the fact that Cuba is now a re- 
public, the question may be asked as to why 
Cuban titles of nobility are still used by the 
inhabitants of the island. Cuban titles of 
“nobility have never possessed much prestige. 
Entirely distinct from those of Spain and

For in- 
stance, untill King Ddward's private secre- 
tary was created a peer last summer he was

In Scotland, if not in England, 
there is a law expressly commanding peo- 
ple who are not peers to abstain from the 2 
of a single name in signing documents, 
were, for instance, Andrew Carnegie mere- 
ly to sign himself Carnegie in any doc- 
ument he would, technically at any rate, 
render himself liable to qyite severe penal- 
ties for this infraction of an ancient statute, 
Of course everybody is not expected to 
know. this, and I recall in this connection 
a funny story which occurred during the late 
reign when Queen Victoria was presiding 
at some ceremony, either at Liverpool or at 
Manchester. At the conclusion of the func- 
tion the lady mayoress of the city was asked 
like other distinguished personages present 
to sign the visitors’ book: Finding that the 
queen had signed Victoria, R. I,“ and 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, who fol- 
lowed next, had signed Beatrice,“ she 
thought it perfectly right and natural to 
content herself with the name of Eliza- 
beth ’’’ without any surname for her signa- 
ture. The book in question remains to this 
day a living memorial of the good woman’s 
utter absence of all knowledge of social 
usage and of savoir faire.“ |

It is merely fortuitious that the so-called 
lord mayor’s dey. on which not only the 
lord mayor of London but the chief magis- 
trates of all the cities and towns of the 
united kingdom are inaugrated and enter 
upon their duties of office, should coincide 
with King Edward's birthday, Nov. 9. For- 
merly mayors were installed Oct. 29, the day 
after the feat of St. Simon and St. Judge. 
But this date was changed more than 150 
years ago to Nov. 9, so that the fact of Its 
falling on the birthday of the king may be 
described as a mere chance coincidence, 
It is doubtful whether any royal palace 
in Europe possesses such an enormous area 
of subterranean vaults as that which King 
Oscar occupies at Stockholm. The palace 
itself is only about 200 years old, no less 
than three of its predecessors occupying the 


But all the sub- 
terranean portion of the palace remains un- 
changed and untouched since the days when 
they were originally built as part and par- 
cel of the so-called Berger Jarl castle, in 
the year 1251.

„The great bear argument in corn,” said 
a trader, is the fact that country grain 
dealers every where are bears, and will work 
for lower prices. Their cribs are empty and 
they want to fill them with low priced, not 
high priced corn. They will hedge their 
purchases of new corn in May here and 
hurry the corn to market, for the purpose of 
wearing down the price. Dealers who swore 
they would never hedge in Chicago again 
because of the trouble they have had with 
corners here have changed their minds, and 
are making their hedging sales here right 
along.“ 


December Corn Shortage.

While some fairly good sized individual 
lines are out, the short tmterest cannot be 
called concentrated.

Because of the crop improvement 3 
October and the big total announced by the 
government, the majority of local specula- 
tors and commission men look for a decided 
break in May corn, and country grain traders 
are helping to get the decline started. A. J.. 
White believes the price discounts the big 
yield, and that with meals as high as they 
are and heavy feeding of cattle bound to 
commence with the coming of cold weather, 
the selling is likely to be overdone. “ Per- 
haps the most important factor to the corn 
purchaser,’ he says, is the emptiness of 
the cribs and elevators over the entire coun- 
try. it is not likely that farmers are going 
to be in any hurry to sell their new crop, 
although prices are high, until they see 
what the prospects are for next year’s crop. 
Nor is it likely that one year’s corn crop can 
fill the cribs and elevators which dt has 
taken two or three years to empty.

Swift & Co. was again the.center of specu- 


lative interest on the local stock exchange, 


yesterday. In some respects the action of 
the stock was more sensational than on the 
preceding two days. The way in which the 
market closed on Tuesday indicated the pos- 
sibility of a continued pressure and in conse- 
quence buyers were disposed to hold off yea- 
terday morning. This made it necessary for 
the sellers to offer the stock down, and it 
was not until a quotation of 130 was made 
that a buyer was found. This opening quo- 
tation represented a loss of 4% points as com- 
pared with the closing quotation on Tuesday. 

From 180, the initial quotation, there was 
a vapid decline to 122%. Chapin & Co. were 
the heaviest sellers in the early dealings, but 
small amounts of stock came out from all 
around the room. Much of the selling was 
undoubtedly forced, the severe break having 
completely wiped out the margins ot a good 
many of the epeculative long. Fora 
time * bottom pe to have dropped 
out of the market entirely 

Around 122% the market began to steady 
itself and soon after started on the upgrade 
once more. The price appeared to attract 
some bargein hunters, and many of the 
shorts also found the temptation to take their 
profits too tempting to resist. As a result of 
this buying movement the price Was sent up 
to 184, or four points above the opening, and 
less than a point below the closing figure on 
Tuesday. The full advance, however, was 
not maintained throughout, a moderate 
amount of selling toward the close causing 
another reaction which carried the price back 
to 131%. The tone at the close was barely 
steady. 

There were no developments in the situa- 
tion yesterday so far as the property itself 
was concerned. In the main, the recent severe 
break in Swift & Co. has been due to an in- 
herently weak condition of the market for the 
stock, a condition which a good many small 
traders were either unable or unwilling to 
appreciate. The losses during the last three 
days have been enormous. Since last Mon- 
day nearly 7,000 shares of the stock have 
been thrown overboard on the local exchange, 


and the low price of yesterday represented a 


decline of just 19% points in that time. At 
no time this week has there been any evidence 
of inside support, the insiders apparently 
being entirely indifferent to the course of quo- 
tations for the shares.

New York. 


The occasion for the disturbance is claimed 
to be an attempt on the part of the standard 
lines to be classified as differential. The Big 
Four insists upon a differential rate on west- 
ern business, and thie ie strongly opposed by 
all the differential and some of the standard 
lines. The Michigan Central, it is said, also 
demands the right to makea differential rate, 
as.it is not running any limited trains be- 
tween Chicago and New York. N 

On the other hand a number of the roads 
do not think the Erie, with ite direct service, 
ia entitled toa differential rate. 


The result of the controversy is expected to 


be a reference to arbitration to settle the 
whole question. This would mean a complete 
revision, in which some of the smaller roads 
are likely to be hurt. 

It is asserted that the demand of the Big 
Four to be made a differential line has a hid- 
den motive, and that thie road is being used 
simply as a catspaw to pull the chestnuts out 
of the fire for some of the big standard lines. 


Big Four to Make Improvements. 
The Big Four railroad will spend a large 


‘amount of money to improve the Chicago 


and, Southwestern railroad in Indiana, con- 


trol of which it Ras lately acquired. At pres- 


ent it ig not the intention to take up the 
rails, but next spring they will be replaced 
with heavier steel. A large force of men is 
at work putting in 1,000,000 new ties, spread- 
ing 1,500,000 yards of ballast, * pres new 
track, putting in new bridges, and strength- 
ening the old ones. 


Preparing to Transport Fruit. 

The management of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railway expects to handle the 
bulk of the California fruit crop in its own 
cars this year. By eliminating the private 
car a considerable reduction in the cost of 
refrigerating can be made and shippers, who 
have long had reason to complain about ex- 
cessive charges for transportation, will at 
least be materially relieved. The California 
orange and lemon crop will be the largest 
and of best quality ever known, if present 
promise is realized. Shipments will com- 
mence shortly after thanksgiving.

FILE RAILWAY MERGER ANSWER 


Northern Securities Company Replies 
to Charges Made by the State 
of Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—The answers 
of the Northern Securities company and the 
Great Northern railway company in the suit 
of the state of Washington against the Se- 
cruties company and the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific railways were filed in the 
United States Supreme court today. They 
are practically duplicates of the answer of 
the Northern Pacific, ‘which was filed yes- 
terday. 

In its statement the securities company 
denies that any of the matters alleged in 
subdivision 18 of the bill of complaint tend 
to or do create a monopoly in every traffic 
in the te of Washington, or elsewhere.” 
It also denies that in its organization the 
promoters had any of the purposes alleged in 
the bill. 

It is further stated that the securities com- 
pany is the owner and holdef of a large 
amount of property and stocks in other cor- 
porations than the defendant railway com- 
panies. 

Former Attorney Generat Griggs presented 
a statement that for years prior to 1890 many 
of the principal railway companies of the 
United States had got control of competing 
lines and that this fact was reported to the 
government and known to congress at the 
time of the passage of the Sherman anti- 
trust act.

Quincy, III., Nov. 12.—The upper Missis- 
rm river improvement convention brought 
men from the cities along the river from 
St. Louis to Minneapolis with the idea of 
uniting on a general plan for the preser- 
vation and improvement of the Mississippi 
from headwaters to its junction with the 
Missouri river. 

A committee composed of one member 
from each of the twenty-one cities along the 
river had a long. session with much dis- 
cussion, and, after advancing ideas for a 
concerted scheme of river improvement, re- 
ferred the details to a subcommittee of five. 

At the aftern session addresses were 
made by Lyman E. Cooley of Chicago, Con- 
gressman Prince of 3 Congressman 
Lloyd of Missouri, and C ongressman Hedge 
of Iowa.
